Government to issue paper money to ;the 
amount of $40,000,000, to be legal tendo: 

The whole amoun 
is to be redeemed in ten years by half-year!; 
drawings of f 2,000,000 each, and that sure 
is to bo provided for by a deduction of fif 
teeu per cent, from tho interest paid to ex 
Ming bondholders.

shall adopt what is called the "Hammom 
scheme."

We cannot but regret Hint tho namo of 


tho man iu whoso brain tho plan or tho 
iploudid uud gigantic cathedral was formed 
uud tifuismittud to posterity is lost.
